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MAIN FEATURES 


An estimated 19.0 per cent (2,022,700 persons) of the 
civilian population aged 15 to 64 at May 1987 attended an 
educational institution at some time during 1986. A total 
of 59.4 per cent of these persons attended full-time. 


Of the 1,200,900 persons who attended full-time at some 
time in 1986, 72.6 per cent were attending an educational 
institution full-time at May 1987, the highest retention 
rate recorded since 1981 when the scope of the survey was 
expanded to include persons aged 26 to 64. Correspond- 
ingly, the number of leavers (i.e. those who had left full- 
time education by May 1987) has dropped by 27,100 to 
329,200, of whom 75.2 per cent were employed and 18.0 
per cent were unemployed at May 1987. 


The proportion of persons aged 15 to 19 attending school 
full-time continues to rise and is estimated at 44.8 per cent 
for May 1987 compared with 42.2 per cent for May 1986. 
This rise is most marked amongst 16 year old females (up 
from 65.0 per cent to 74.0 per cent) and 17 year old males 
(up from 36.3 per cent to 42.7 per cent). 


The number of persons attending an educational institu- 
tion at May 1987 was estimated at 1,612,000 of whom 
937,200 (58.1 per cent) were attending full-time and 
674,800 (41.9 per cent) were attending part-time. Persons 
attending part-time had a labour force participation rate 
of 88.6 per cent with the vast majority (476,200) employed 
full-time. Those attending full-time were more likely to be 
not in the labour force (624,800) though some 229,500 
were employed on a part-time basis. 


The most popular occupations taken up by female leavers 
who were employed at May 1987 were clerks (33.4 per 
cent) and salespersons and personal service workers (30.4 
per cent). Most male leavers, on the other hand, took up 
employment as tradespersons (31.6 per cent) or labourers 
and related workers (23.0 per cent). 


The estimated number of apprentices aged 15 to 34 at 
May 1987 was 139,700, with males comprising 87.9 per 
cent (122,800). Some 74.0 per cent of the estimated 16,900 
female apprentices were in the hairdressing trade. 


Note: Survey estimates are subject to sampling variability, 
as explained in paragraph 26 following. 
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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


The monthly population survey (which is described 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) comprises the 
monthly labour force survey and supplementary topics. 
This publication contains some results of a supplementary 
survey run in association with the May 1987 labour force 
survey conducted throughout Australia. 


2. Ofthe respondents to the labour force survey, those 
who fell within the scope of the supplementary survey 
were asked additional questions. They were asked whether 
they were attending, or had attended in the previous year, 
an educational institution and, if so, the type of educa- 
tional institution and the type of attendance. If respon- 
dents were not attending an educational institution full- 
time at May 1987 they were asked the year they finished 
full-time study. Persons who had left full-time study 
during the previous year were asked the time of the year 
they had left. In respect of apprentices, information was 
obtained on their year of apprenticeship and field of 
trade. 


Scope 


3. The scope of this supplementary survey was the 
same as that used for the labour force survey (described in 
fullin The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0)) except that 
it was restricted to persons aged 15 to 64 and excluded 
persons permanently unable to work, some patients in 
hospitals and sanatoriums and inmates of reformatories, . 
gaols, etc. The population for apprentices was further 
restricted to employed persons aged 15 to 34. 


Coverage 


4. Inthe population survey, coverage rules are applied 
which aim to ensure that each person is associated with 
only one dwelling, and hence has only one chance of 
selection. See The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) for 
more details. 


Definitions 


5. An educational institution is defined as any institu- 
tion whose primary role is education. Included are 
schools, universities, colleges of advanced education, 
colleges of technical and further education, public and 
private colleges, etc. Excluded are institutions whose 
primary role is not education, for example hospitals. 





6. The classification other educational institution, — 


which is part of the variable type of educational institution 
attended/ing includes: business, commercial and secre- 
tarial colleges; religious and theological colleges; and 
overseas institutions. 


7. Persons are regarded as attending an educational 
institution full-time if they consider themselves to be 
attending full-time or the institution which they are 
attending so classifies them. 


8. Attendance at an educational institution during the 
previous year refers to any period of study during that 
calendar year. 


9. A tertiary institution is defined as any educational 
institution other than a school. 


10. Leavers are defined as persons who were full-time 
students at any time in the previous calendar year but 
were not full-time students at the time of the survey. It 
should be noted that 6.9 per cent of leavers left full-time 
education during the period January 1987 through to the 
survey date. Also, 83,600 persons who attended school 
full-time at some time in the previous year and left, but 
were attending full-time education at any tertiary institu- 
tion at the time of the survey are not included in the 
definition of leavers. Information about this group can be 
obtained from Table 5. 


11. Apprentices include only those employed persons 
aged 15 to 34 who indicated in the survey that they were 
apprentices. 


12. The field of trade is derived from information 
provided by apprentices on their occupation. (See para- 
graphs 23 to 25.) 


13. Unless otherwise stated, all characteristics referenced 
in this publication relate to the week before the interview. 


14. Further definitions of labour force and demographic 
classifications appearing in this publication are given in 
The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


Results of the survey 


15. Due to differences in the method of estimation used 
in this supplementary survey and that used in the labour 
force survey, there are some small variations between 
‘estimates in this publication and those in the correspond- 
ing issue of The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). 


16. Theestimates in this publication refer to information 
collected in the survey month and, due to seasonal 
factors, may not be representative of other months of the 
year. 


17. This publication contains only a summary of the 
results of the survey. A more detailed publication Tran- 
sition from Education to Work (6227.0) will be released as 
soon as possible and further information is available on 
request. | 


18. Results of similar surveys, the first conducted in 
February 1964, have been published in Transition From 
Education to Work, Australia (6227.0). Information on 
apprentices was collected for the first time in May 1983. 











19. Itis proposed that this survey will be conducted next 
in May 1988. 


Discontinuities in the series 


20. Thescope of surveys prior to 1977 was restricted to 
persons aged 15 to 24and from 1977 to 1980 inclusive, 15 
to 25. In 1981 the survey was expanded to include all 
persons aged 15 to 64. Care should be exercised in 
comparing estimates from this survey for persons aged 15 
to 24 with those from surveys conducted in the years 1977 


to 1980. 


21. Since 1979, and alsoin 1975 and 1976, the survey has 
been conducted in May. However, in 1977 and 1978 it was 
conducted in August and from 1964 to 1974 in February. 
Care should be taken in comparing estimates from this 
survey with those from surveys which were conducted at 
different times of the year. 


22. Estimates for 1986 and 1987 are based ona revised 
labour force questionnaire introduced in April 1986. The 
definition of employment was expanded, resulting in 
decreases in the estimates of unemployed persons and 
persons not in the labour force. Further information is 
contained in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0) and in 
an information paper Questionnaires Used in the Labour 
Force Survey (6232.0). 


23. Classification of occupation according to the Aus- 
tralian Standard Classification of Occupations (ASCO 
1986) was introduced in the August 1986 labour force 
survey, replacing the Classification and Classified List of 
Occupations (CCLO) used in previous surveys. The main 
difference between these classifications is that ASCO 
occupations are classified on the basis of the level and 
specialisation of skill required for the satisfactory per- 
formance of primary tasks. For a more detailed explana- 
tion of ASCO see the appendix to The Labour Force, 
Australia, August 1986 (6203.0). 


24. To provide a link between the two classifications, a 
matrix has been produced and is shown in Table 41 of The 
Labour Force, Australia, August 1986 (6203.0). It shows 
the relationship between ASCO and CCLOat the broadest 
classification level (the Major Group). The estimates in 
the matrix are based on a sub-sample of respondents to 
the May 1986 labour force survey. 


25. The conversion to ASCO from the CCLO has also 
affected the field of trade classification for apprentices. 
This change means that field of trade estimates from this 
survey are not comparable with those from previous 
surveys. 


Reliability of the estimates 


26. Estimates in this publication are subject to two 
sources of error: 


(a) sampling error: since the estimates are based on 
information obtained from occupants ofa sample 
of dwellings they are subject to sampling varia- 
bility; that is they may differ from those that 
would have been produced if all dwellings had 
been included in the survey. One measure of the 
likely difference is given by the standard error. 
More information about this topic will be found 
in The Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). A table 
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of estimated standard errors for this survey 
follows these notes. Estimates with a standard 
error of more than about 25 per cent have not 
been shown in this publication, as the degree of 
sampling variability would seriously detract from 
their value for most reasonable uses. Although in 
some cases, estimates for these small components 
can be derived by subtraction, they should not be 
regarded as reliable. 


(b) non-sampling error: inaccuracies may occur 
because of imperfections in reporting by inter- 
viewers and respondents and errors made in 
coding and processing data. These inaccuracies 
may occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or a sample. Every effort is made to 
reduce the non-sampling error to a minimum by 
careful design of questionnaires, intensive train- 
ing and supervision of interviewers and efficient 
operating procedures.
